Not Have Been Man 
Sought for Killing. 


Considerable doubt still exists among 
law officers that William Henry Bry- 
ant, 24, eredited with an alias of 
Fred Bryant, who was shot and fa- 
tally wounded in Darien today ip 
connection with the slaying early 
Monday of Acting Chief of Police 
Bob Freeman, of Glynn county, is 
the Fred Bryant who accompanied 
|George Grant when Freeman 
killed. 

Several negroes under arrest who 
have the same name of Fred Bryant 
‘have complicated the situation to such 
an extent that officers of the law wh» 
are familiar with the full situation 
‘do not believe that the real culprit 
has been caught. In consequence of 
‘this situation a hunt is still being 
/made in Darien in an effort to cap- 
/ture the Fred Bryant described by 


George Grant before the latter was 
slain in his cell in the McIntosh 
county jail. 

William Bryant was brought to Sa- 
vannah today by national guards~ 
men, a detail from the 118th field 
artillery. He died. at the Chatham 
county jail at 2:17 o'clock from gun- 
shot wounds in the left chest, accord- 
ing to Coroner G. H. Johnson, 
Chatham county, inflicted when he 
flel from a house on “The Ridge,” 
a place about four miles from Da- 
rieu. He had also bruises on his 
bead and lip. Two Fred Bryants, 
senior and junior, father and s0n, 
are now in jail here. Neither of 
‘these two is thought to be the man 
sought by MeIntosh county officers. 
Neither one fits the description of 
the hunted man. 

Special Officer Ora Anderson, who 
was shet three times by the negrv 
uear the Bank of Darien, has failed 
to identify the Willie Bryant who 
died here today as one of the two 
men responsible for the ‘death of 
Freeman. Anderson got a clear loo 
at both as the moon was bright. He 
quickly identified George Grant, one 
of the men, when this negro was 
caught. 

Chatham county police officers who 
went to Darien and returned here to- 
day said they could have arrested the 
Willie Bryant who died here today eon 
yesterday, but that he did not fit 
the description of the Fred 
being sought. 

Chief McQuaig, of the McIntosh 
county police, in delephone conversa- 
tion tonight, said he was of the opin- 
ion that the Willie Bryant who died 
here teday is not the second desperado 
who had been sought. A number of 
others in Darien and Melntosh are 
of the same belief, he said, and are 
confident another man remains con- 
eealed in the swamp. Tracks found 
by the posse showed one man was 
without one shoe, as if the mud had 
pulled it off his foot. The shoe wa» 
net found. George Grant, who was 
eaught and tater killed, had on both 
shoes when captured.

One of the uses of the railroad locomotive whistle is 
to warn people at grade crossings of approaching 
trains. Such whistling is for safety and in compliance 
with state laws, but, as added protection, in many 
places other signal devices supplement the locomo- 
‘tive’s warning. 

Despite all such precautions, however, the unnec- 
essary toll of automobile accidents at grade crossings 
continues, and recent statistics show ag one feature 
that about 40 per cent of grade crossing collisions on 
the L. & N. system are caused, not by locomotives 
striking automobiles, but by automobiles actually 
crashing into the sides of the L. & N. trains. 


Recently, in a further effort to warn the motofist 
against his own carelessness, the L. & N. revised its 
crossing signal whistle, with the following results for 
the first four months of its adoption in 1930, as com- 
pared with those months fh 1929 under the old meth- 
od of whistling:

funds.

As such it needs 
watching. 


FOR BUSINESS GOVERNMENT. 


In the matter of administering 
State government, in which there 
has been in recent years a vast de- 
velopment of state activities and 
expenditures, the need of separating 
legislative and administrative func- 
tions has become pressing in many 
commonwealths. 


A striking case is that of Massa- 
chusetts where executive budgets 
were adopted, administrative agen- 
cies reorganized and consolidated, 
the governor empowered to veto 
items in appropriation bills, and to 
send back: bills with recommenda- 
tions for amendment. -He was given 
staff agencies to control appropria- 
tions after they were made, for cen- 
tral purchasing of state supplies, to 
systematize accounting methods, 
apply civil service laws to sfate em- 
ployes and to standardize salaries, 
many statutory salaries being abol- 
ished. : 

The best approved reforms in 
Massachusetts and in other states is 
to increase executive administration 
and confine legislation to general 
laws affecting the whole state, cut- 
ting out all local and special legisla- 
tion.’ These reforms lead to official 
responsibility and cafe, promote 
economies in administration and 
either reduce or profitably apply the 
taxes paid by the people. 

Since the conditions of our civiii- 
zation are making continually larger 
demands upon state action the 
inecessitvy for organizing state gov- 
ernments upon business rather than 
political and partisan bases is im-

Proposal. - 


The proposal by Dean Inge, of St. 
Paul’s, London, to give condemned 
murderers an opportunity to commit 
suicide rather than have them the 
principal actors in one ,of those 
“ghastly executions which are a dis- 
grace to civilized nations,” has met 
with cotisiderable opposition among 
the dean’s ecclesiastical colleagues in 
The dean’s opponents are 
chiefly ‘concerned with the eternal 
welfare of the condemned men. If a 
lan commits suicide, he commits the 
sin for which there can be no forgive- 
ness. On this ground the churches 
have always refused burial in conse- 
crated ground to suicides. No hope 
of eternal salvation for the suicide 
has become, if not a dogma, then at 
least a universally accepted tenet of 
the orthodox faith. And yet there 
are some believing men who do not 
exclude even the suicide from grace. 
We knew, some years ago, an abbe, 
who was goodness personified and who 
wouldn't hear, an evil word spoken of 
anybody. On ‘this score his colleagues 
in the abbey chided him frequently. 
There was some good even in the 
worst of men, he used to say, and 
God would take this into account. 
One day some brothers decided to put 
the old man to shame. “Surely,” they 
said to him, “you can have no sym- 
pathy for Judas, the disciple who be- 
trayed the Lord and then became a 
suicide. Surely, if one man “is eter- 
nally damned, it’s Judas.” The abbe 
was silent for a moment, then he an- 
swered quietly: “My children, let us 
not fall into error.

If Judas, in the last mo- 
ment of his life, realized the immen- 
sity of his sin and lisped a word of 
prayer before losing consciousness,, if 
he did that, depend on it, my children, 
the first drop of Jesus’ bldod was shed 
for Judas!”

Replying to Henry Ford’s asser- 
tion that stock speculation is the 
8 of business depressions, Rich- 
ard Whitney, youthful president of 
the New York Stock Exchange, says: 

“To attribute business depressions 
to stock market panics is to place the 
cart before the horse, for in reality 
stock market panics are an_ effect 
rather than a cause of trade depres- 
sions,” 

Mr. Whitney also answered the 
question raised by Lord Melchett at 
the New York Bond Club Monday, 
who confessed he did not know 
“which is the cart and which is the 
horse.” Mr. Whitney said that “busi- 
ness is the horse, and the stock mar- 
ket is the cart,” adding that in his 
opinion “overproduction was the ba- 
sic cause of the present depression.” 
During the period from 1925 to 
929, when production increased rap- 
idly not only in the United States, 
but throughout the world, a wide- 
spread impression prevailed’ that 
there was no end to the ability of 
the consumers to absorb all that was 
produced. But this condition could 
not last. After the usual demands 
had been satisfied, production soon 
exceeded the requirements, 

But the surplus continued to in- 
crease and the crash. came. 

Mr. Whitney batks up his argu- 
ment that overproduction was the 
cause of the present depression by 
stating that the average price of 
wholesale commodities kept remark- 
ably stable from 1925 to 1929. But 
since that time prices of most com- 
modities have steadily declined. In 
many instances, such as sugar and 
rubber, to all-time lows. 

Great efforts have been made to 
maintain prices at artificial levels 
since the break. But every such or- 
ganized attempt has met with failure. 

‘‘Business is thus today paying the 
price for unsound attempts to main- 
tain price levels in the face of de 
creasing production costs,’ says Mr. 
Whitney. a 

The stock market merely records 
this situation, he insists, and this 
may be taken as Wall Street’s reply 
to Mr. Ford. 


‘Captain Robert Dollar, 
steamships: ply every ocean, is not 
quite so optimistic about, the’ last 
quarter of this year as some other 
business leaders. 

No American has wider business 
contacts than this San Francisco ship 
owner. As his own business is world- 
wide, he was one of the first to real;

sion is not local, and that “it has 
extended completely around the 
world.” 

When I asked him for his views on 
present conditions, he said. 

“My ideas on the general business 
situation are that it is going to run 
well into 1931 before we begin to 
show a decided improvement, and 
then, in the ordinary course of events, 
we will be on the upgrade—until an- 
other slump occurs, and that is_cer- 
tain to ultimately follow, as business 
history has proved.” ° 

Captain Dollar, now 87, conducts 
his business today as he always has 
in the past. Every morning at 8:30 
he can be seen at his desk in the 
far western city reading telegrams and 
letters from every part of the globe. 

“It’s work that keeps one healthy, 
mentally and physically—and that is 
why I get down so early in the morn- 
ing,” he once said to me when I com- 
mented on his early office hours.

To most people, Coca-Cola means 
a good, refreshing five-cent ~ drink, 
whose trademark eonstantly confronts 
them through every media of adver- 
tising.

There is no better test of the merit 
and true worth of Coca-Cola than 
its history from 1886 to 1930. In 
1886, had you wandered into the

At this time, however 
there stepped into the picture a man 
who was pleased with the taste and 
who had a vision of the future, Asa 
G. Candler, the « wner of a small drug- 
store on Peachtree street, Atlanta.

COLONEL NEAL 
ISSUES STATEMENT. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 9.—(#4)— 
Colonel W. R. Neal, commander of 
‘the 118th field artillery, in® comment- 
ing on reports which had emanated 
rom Darien during the trouble there 
Monday. made the following statement 
— today upon his return to Savan- 
nah: : 

“At no time were any members of 
the Savannah national guard over- 
powered in Darien. As soon as -the 
governors proclamation was read to 
me over the telephone at Darien, I 
took possession of the jail, and put 
a machine gun crew in charge there. 
I took complete charge of the shore 
line of the swamp, roped off certain 
streets and guarded the whole shore 
line. 1 sent the three negro prisoners 
to Savannah, including thé man, 
Bryant, who died in Chatham county 
jail Tuesday. . 

“I wish to emphasize the fact that 
at the time the negro, Grant, was 
killed by three pistol shots in his cell 
in the jail there was no national 
guardsman in the jail and had not 
been there after I turned Grant over 
to the civil authorities after seeing 
that he was locked in his cell. 

“There were only 18 national guard 
officers and men in Darien at the 
time the negro was captured, at the 
time he was killed, and for more than 
an hour afterwards. At this later 
hour 155 troops reported and upon 
my ‘recommendation to the acting 
adjutant general all were sent back 
to Savannah except about 75 officers 
and men who remained there Monday 
night and until 12 o'clock Tuesday, 
when, upon recommendation of May- 
or Young, of Darien, and myself, 
these were withdrawn.”

Icebox of the future which will show 
up old beef that the housewife has 
been misled into buying as “fresh 
meat” was described in a report to the 
American Chemical Society today. 


If the “fresh” beef has been stored 
a long time, it comes out of this new 
refrigerant with its color changed from 
red to brown. Really fresh beef re- 
mains red. 


This age finder is an atmosphere 
exhaled by the refrigerant. solid car- 
bon dioxide, or dry ice. It was pre- 
-sented as a preservative promising 
‘some definite improvements in the 
food supply. 

It is not a substitute for present 
refrigeraton methods, said the au- 
thor of the report, D. H. Killeffer, of 
the Dry Ice Corporation, New York, 
but something which can further in- 
crease the lencth of time farm and 
ranch products will retain their orig- 
inal freshness and healthful proper- 
ties, 

Expense at present prevents its use 
in homes, he safd, but in quantity 
distribution it is doing things which 
two years ago even scientists con- 
_Bidered an impossible dream. 

Solid carbon dioxide is snow-white. 
Its temperature 109 degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit. It does not melt, 
but evaporates, filling a closed re- 
frigerator with an increasingly strong 
carbon dioxide atmosphere. 

“This gas,” said Mr. Killeffer, 
“prevents growth of many common 
bacteria on meat, fish, and othef 
flesh foods. It appears that the 
carbon dioxide is absorbed by 


meat or fish in an atmosphere charged 
with carbon dioxide formed by the 
evaporation of dry ice for several days 
without spoiling, in a perfectly edi- 
ble condition, even at temperatures far 
above those maintained in refrigera- 
tion practice.” | 

In temperatures ef 40 to 45 degrees 
in -a carbon’ dioxide atmosphere were 
placed round steak, soup meat, necke 
bone, sweetbreads, beef kidneys, spare 
ribs, pork trimmings, pork loins, duck, 
pork sausages, Frankfurters, butter, 
cheese, eggs and jamb chops. 

All of them kept fresh for three 
weeks Killeffer said. A duplicate 
set of edibles was kept in ordinary 
air at the same temperature. 
two weeks a meat inspector threw out 
as spoiled the pork, spare ribs, soup 
meat. lamb chops, kidneys, sweet- 
breads, Frankfurters and pork | sau- 
sage, 


In very heavy carbon dioxide at-' 
mosphere meat and fish kept for sev- 
eral days at- 80 degrees. 

Fruits and vegetables, he said, are 
not preserved by carbon dioxide in 
the same way but experiments under 
way show that these green things tol- 
erate a not too heavy concentration of 
the gas, 

The “ice” is made by conpressing 
carbon dioxide first into a liquid— 
the fizz water of soft drnks—and then 
squeezing the liquid into a solid. 

Nature also produces this dry ice, 
compressing the gas by tremendous 
pressure deep underground. Last 
year a western petroleum well was 
discovered with an estimated produc-
